Officials  Meet  About  New 
Board  Of  Health  Member 


Health  board  members  Dr. 
Roger  Pompeo  and  Marilyn 
Sweeney  met  with  Selectmen 
last  week  to  discuss  the 
appointment  of  a new  health 
board  member.  Agreement  on 
the  appointment  was  not 
made,  but  a special  Select- 
men's meeting  will  be  held 
this  week  to  interview  all 
candidates. 

Five  applicants  — Char- 
lotte Leland.  Elizabeth  Van 
Slyck,  John  Ridge.  Lynne 
Buckley.  Pamela  Johnson  — 
have  applied  for  the  nine 
month  vacancy. 

Health  board  Chairman 
Pompeo  explained  that  rigor- 
ous enforcement  of  Title  V. 
which  has  hit  Cohasset  part- 
icularly hard,  has  made  a 
board  seat  a time-consuming 
job.  "Title  V is  restrictive.  We 
spend  two  to  10  hours  review  - 
ing plans.  All  easily  percable 
land  in  Cohasset  is  used  up. 
We're  down  to  half  acre  lots, 
in  land  with  a lot  of  ledge."  he 
said. 

He  said  that  a majority  of 
plans  that  come  to  his  board 
for  installation  of  septic  sys- 
tems require  variances. 
"Most  plans  do  not  meet  Title 
V."  he  said. 

"Other  areas  are  being 
hurt.”  Pompeo  continued, 
"because  the  Health  Agent 


doesn't  have  time  to  carry  out 
other  inspections." 

Time  and  work  constraints, 
he  said,  have  led  the  board  to 
believe  that  an  applicant  who 
is  in  Cohasset  daily  would  be 
an  advantage.  Sweeney  said 
that  her  part-time  secretarial 
job  in  the  Sewer  Department 
helps  her  in  her  health  duties, 
because  it  introduces  her  to 
the  town's  issues. 

"We  need  a person  with 
time  and  we  need  help  as 
quickly  as  possible.  Any  can- 
didate would  be  suitable  to 
me."  she  said.
